of his counsel, Daniel J. Donahue, the 
case was continued until Nov. 16, Cor- 
dio beinr; remanded without bail. 


Cordio, who is 33 years of age, mar- 


ried and the father of three, children, 
is a native of Italy, lie has been a 
resident nf this country for several 
years and is a citizen of. tho Uiiiteil 
States. 
He is considered an 
expert 


concrete worker and his first visit to 
Billerica. was when the company for 
which he works started the erection 
of the Boston & Maine car shops. Cor- 
dio built a little home for himself i:i 
Oak street a short distance from where- 
Soulia lived a fe\v years ago and up 
to some time ago he occupied the 
house with Mo wile and three children. 
His wife is not living with him HOT 
and his little children are beins carel 
for by a resident of Wameslt.

concerning the .larceny of over a ton.

The 
matter was reported to one of the of- 
ficials of the car shops and later the 
Billerica police were called in on the 
case. 
It is claimed that before a 


trap could be set for the capture of 
the alleged thieves, the railroad com- 
pany sent men to the dugout and had 
the brass removed to the shop. The. 
theft of the brass was then dropped 
t>ul was brought to light again after 
Soulia's body was found in an impro- 
vised grave near his home, and it is
